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COVID-19 Vaccination Strategy

* The nation is facing vaccine supply constraints

* Vaccination will be recommended for everyone, but targeted while
supply is limited

 Vaccination is targeted to prevent serious illness and death and maintain critical
societal functions

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Overview of Vaccine Allocation, Distribution & Administration

Virginia receiving about 105,000 doses per week; proposed 16% increase

Vaccine distributed per capita to health districts

 Current Fairfax weekly allocation is 13,600

Vaccine administered by FCHD at PODs and redistributed to other providers

« FCHD PODS at Government Center, FCHD clinics, Fairfax High School (weekday/weekend)

 Governor’s target ~“50% of vaccine to older adults and ~50% to occupational groups

Administration of 2" doses is also occurring at scheduled intervals (Pfizer —3
weeks; Moderna — 4 weeks)- additional vaccine supply for 2"¥ doses

When supply is sufficient, vaccine will be administered by private providers,
pharmacies, occupational health clinics, etc. (similar to flu)

* Periodic messaging to those in the queue to “remain patient” is planned

e E-mail to schedule vaccination when slots become available

e E-mail reminder when second dose is due

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Addressing Vaccine Hesitancy & Disparities

* Surveys show greater hesitancy among African Americans who also
are at greater risk of severe disease

* In Fairfax, among those 75+, early scheduling for vaccination is lower
in African American and Hispanic populations

* Multiple activities to address vaccine hesitancy
* Media
e Outreach - “Word of Mouth” campaign
